Meanwhile, a large caravan of 
antiwar persons was heading for the 
county building from Isla Vista and 
the University of California, Santa 
Barbara campus. 
The supervisors are to be asked 
late this morning, by the peace 
delegation, to discuss and endorse a 
"people to people peace treaty" 
involving the people of the United 
States and of North and South 
Vietnam. 
Carpenter said this morning that 
county jail officers have placed "a 
number of prisoners in solitary 
confinement" and placed others on 
added restrictions as a result of a 
series of fires set in the county jail 
last Saturday. 
He 
ex p lained 
that 
the 
disturbances broke out as about 150 
persons, assertedly from a peace 
rally in Alemeda Park in Santa 
Barbara, arrived at the jail and 
pushed into the jail lobby. 
The antiwar group was removed 
from the building, county fire units 
were called and before the fires 
were put out some two inches of 
water covered the floors of many of 
the jail units. 
Supreme 
Court rules 
on trials 
WASHINGTON 
( U P I ) 
-The 
Supreme Court ruled today that 
death penalty cases a jury may 
constitutionally decide both guilt 
and punishment at a single sitting. 
Of 41 states which have capital 
punishment, six have separate trials 
for guilt and punishment. They are 
C a l i f o r n i a , 
P e n s y l v a n i a , 
Connecticut, New York, Texas and 
Georgia. 
The Court’s 6-3 decision came on 
an 
appeal 
of 
James 
Edward 
Crampton, convicted 
in 
1967 of 
murder in the death of his wife 
Wilma in Toledo, Ohio. 


At the same time the justices 
refused also by 6 to 3. to establish 
guidelines for juries which must 
decide whether a convicted person 
is to get a prison sentence or 
whether 
he 
is 
to 
be 
hanged, 
electrocuted or put to death in a gas 
chamber. 


States 
have various 
types of 
capital punishment but none has 
been carried out since June 2, 1967. 
About 624 inmates of death row have 
been awaiting today s opinions. 


The court was asked in the Ohio 
case arid 
in another one from 
California to fashion standards for 
determining 
when

sentence is applicable, such as an 
individual's susceptibility to reform 
and the harm done to the victim.

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LEA says plan will help schools 


( Editor’s Note: This is the first of a series of articles detailing the 
proposed comprehensive employment agreement sought by the 
Lompoc Education Association from the Lompoc Unified School 
District).

The Lompoc Unified School District Board of Trustees recently 
were presented with a 68-page, legal-sized document by Lompoc 
teachers outlining a proposed comprehensive agreement covering 
subjects ranging from the maximum number of minutes per day a 
teacher may have contact with pupils to what a teacher should be 
paid. 
"The proposals are crucial to the continued sound education of the 
community’s children," states Don Lisle, president of the Lompoc 
Education Association 
(LEA), 
the legally recognized teacher 
bargaining unit with the school authority. 
A review of the 68-page proposal shows that the statement is 
basically true. However, the agreement, if approved in total, would 
also go a long way toward bettering the teacher’s lot in their militant 
quest for the ultimate in professionalism. 
To accomplish all that the teachers request in their agreement 
would, according to district administration figures, cost $4,027,858 in 
reoccuring costs and $4,769,996 in capital outlay for a total of 
$8,797,854. Presently, the budget for Lompoc Unified School District 
is approximately $11 million. 
The Lompoc Education Association has a total of 561 members, all 
certificated personnel, out of a total of 646 certificated personnel in 
the district. 
A number of the requests, other than salary increase demands, have 
been sought in previous years by the LEA such as classroom size 
reduction, five-period day at the high school level and additional 
instructional aides and resource personnel. This year, however, the 
LEA has lumped many more demands into the agreement request and 
champion its adoption as a "master teaching contract" even though 


such a concept has been declared illegal on advice of Santa Barbara 
County Counsel. 
Nothing, however, can prevent the district board of trustees from 
approving specific requests in the master agreement and adopting 
such requests as part of district policy. 
No one would envy the task of both parties who now must “ meet and 
confer in good faith 
on the massive teacher proposal document 
according to state law. 
The negotiating or “ conferring in good faith'’ process is currently 
underway. The teachers are represented by a team of nine, selected 
by the LEA president and ratified by the representative council. The 
district is represented also by a team headed by Mrs. Alice Milligan, 
administrative assistant. 
Mrs. 
Milligan was appointed chief 
spokesman by Superintendent Glendon Wegner who, in turn, was 
delegated the task by the board of trustees. The district conference 
team consists of the two assistant superintendents. Art Timmer and 
Mel Wilde; two principals, one from a high school and one from an 
elementary school; the business manager, Joe Carlin and two board 
members who. when possible, attend as observers. 
Mrs. Milligan's team is not on its own in negotations. A recent 
change in the State Brown Act, the anti-secrecy legislation, now 
allows designated teams to confer in secret with a board of trustees to 
plot tactics, areas susceptible to agreement, areas to be designated as 
unacceptable and other negotiating techniques as directed by elected 
representatives. All moves by the district team in conference are 
with the full knowledge of the board of trustees. 
No definite deadline has been set by the two teams as to when they 
will 
complete 
their 
conferences 
and 
have 
ready 
tentative 
recommendations of agreement to both the LEA representative 
council and the board of trustees. 
Barring any strong areas of 
“ persistent disagreement," however, it is reasonable to assume that 
whatever agreement is possible will be forthcoming by the end of the 
school year in mid-June.

Nancy describes 
visit with Nixons

"It was heart failure. You wanted 
to run the other way.” This was the 
reaction 
of 
18-year-old 
Nancy 
Donovan of Lompoc upon her first 
glimpse of President Richard Nixon 
in person. The occasion was the 41st 
Annual 
4-H Conference held 
in 
Washington D.C. 
April 
18-23 to 
formulate 
national 
4-H 
policy 
proposals. The day was Wednesday, 
April 21. 
Nancy, 
a 
Cal 
Poly 
home 
economics major, had even more 
reason to react than the other 200 
plus delegates in the Oval Room. 
She and Butch Whitler of Missouri 
had been selected after days of 
interviewing by national 4-H leaders 
and peers to represent the 4 million 
4-H 
members 
in 
presenting 
President and Mrs. Nixon with gifts 
from the national organization. 
It had also been a week of anti­ 
war demonstrations in the capital. 
Nancy remembers Nixon as "three 
or 
four 
minutes late,” coming 
straight from another meeting and 
looking “ very, very tired, upset, 
worried. She (Mrs. Nixon > did too." 


Nancy’s awe was soon replaced 
with relative ease, however, when 
Nixon began talking. "H e made you 
feel very, very much at ease. He 
cracked jokes throughout the 15 to 
20 minutes he gave us.” 


Nancy 
said 
a 
metamorphosis 
began to take place; Nixon began to 
relax and said he was “ very happy 
we were there. The kids were totally 
enthused.” She quoted Nixon as 
addressing the delegates ... "You 
have a sense of dignity, of self- 


reliance, of respect for others and of 
creativity that means a great deal.” 
He added that America is great 
not because it is the strongest or the 
richest but because of our people. 
"A s long as we have young people 
like 
you 
across 
America, 
this 
country will continue to be the hope 
of the world," he said. 
Every detail of the visit was pre­ 
checked by the White House staff, 
said the pretty Cal Poly student. 
Nancy was awakened that morning 
at 2 a.m. to write a 10-minute 
prepared speech, which she didn't 
give, due to last-minute changes. 
Attired in her green and white 
striped Diamond Star 4-H uniform 
for 
the 
presentation, 
Nancy’s 
clothes, general appearance, even 
rings 
had 
been 
thoroughly 
scrutinized beforehand, as had those 
of 
Butch 
Whitler. 
Every 
word 
uttered for the memorable occasion 
had to be cleared through the staff. 
Makeup for international television 
had to be applied. And a battery of 
news photographers was present to 
record the event. 
The Secret Service 
men 
had 
instructed Nancy and Butch that for 
the presentation of the citation 
plaque to Mrs. Nixon, they were not 
to step upon the platform with the 
Nixon’s But when the time came, 
"President Nixon (reached down) 
and grabbed us up. ”

When she awarded the citation to

members all over the nation, it was 
"exactly 
2:33 
p.m.”

advertised effort to paralyze the 
government 
by 
hamstringing 
Washington’s morning rush hour 
traffic was thwarted today by police 
and federal troops, and more than 
6,000 demonstrators were arrested. 
The protesters were dispersed and 
driven into disorganized groups by 
volleys of tear gas and mass arrests 
which went on in view of thousands 
of government employes commut- 
king to work. 
The 
federal 
workers 
were 
hindered but not halted by hit-and- 
run taciics of the demonstrators on 
four main 
bridges crossing the 
Potomac 
from Virginia 
and at 
traffic bottleneck points at several 
sites within the city itself. 
By noon, the streets carried a 
normal load of traffic and in the 
downtown area the scene was that of 
a usual Washington lunch hour. 
There were still a few flare-ups of 
minor 
trouble 
in 
some 
spots 
removed from the center of the city. 
The mass arrests clogged the 
District of Columbia’s jail facilities, 
and severely taxed the processing 
procedure. The Justice Department 
summoned correctional specialists 
from several points in the East to 
help cope with the situation. 
More 
of 
the 
same 
type 
of 
disruptive 
tactics 
had 
been 
threatened 
for Tuesday 
by the 
militants and in spite of the mass 
arrests of their followers, ‘ their 
leaders vowed this afternoon to go 
through with the plan. 
The 
protesters 
claimed 
mass 
traffic disruptions but government 
officials said traffic was virtually 
normal by the usual rush hour. 
Police moved in swiftly to drive 
off demonstrators and keep traffic 
moving. 
More than 5,000 were under arrest 
on a variety of charges by 10:40 a.m. 
and traffic movement was reported 
virtually normal except in a few 
scattered spots. 
Some of the unarrested remnants 
of 
the 
militant war 
opponents 
—operating as the May Day tribe 
—turned 
to 
sporadic 
street 
vandalism such as the slashing of 
tires of autos parked or stopped at 
traffic lights. One of the victims of a 
punctured tire was Sen. Paul J. 
Fannin, R-Ariz., who 
had been 
stopped by a group seeking to 
dissuade him from going to work. 
A threat of trouble at Georgetown 
University dissolved when leaders 
of a group of about 1,000 conferred 
with encircling police and both 
agreed to "cool it.” 


In the main shopping area of 
Georgetown —both a fashionable 
residential section and a hippie 
hangout —the situation was calmed 
by the presence of federal troops 
lining both sides of the street. They 
stood 10 feet apart with rifles slung 
over their shoulders. 


Some of the troopers chatted 
amiably with passing longhaired 
street people and a few even flashed 
the V sign of the peace movement 
occasionally.

most 
of

soldiers were tight-lipped. 


Wisps of tear gas hung in the air at 
some 
areas

major 
confrontations took place during the 
early hours of the morning.

Palestinian guerrillas. 
Driving in the king s auto 
and followed by another car

Crown 
Prince 
H a s s a n 
and 
U .S .

Joseph J. Sisco, they toured 
number of areas that had 
been cleared of guerrillas. 
Today's 
helicopter 
trip 
grew out of a conversation 
between 
Rogers 
and 
Hussein at an official dinner 
Sunday night. The secretary 
of state said he would like to 
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see more of the country, so 
Hussein 
arranged 
the 
helicopter tour. 
Rogers, in official talks 
today before departing for 
Cairo on the next leg of his 
trip, reassured Hussein the 
United

overall settlement in the 
Middle East and not just the 
reopening of »he Suez Canal. 


Rogers,

statement Sunday, said a 
s e t t le m e n t 
on

waterway, closed since the

solution” to the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. U.S. officials said 
the secretary of state also 
was making that point clear 
to 
Hussein

Among other issues up lor

economic aid to Jordan, the 
officials said. There also 
was a possibility Hussein 
might

military assistance. 


Rogers arrived in Amman 
Sunday fresh from talks

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. < U P I 1—President Nixon today 
wound up a highly visibile weekend in California clearly 
intended to contrast with demonstrations in Washington 
against his Vietnam policies. 
The President was to arrive back in the capital after dark 
tonight, missing efforts bv antiwar militants to disrupt the 
government by blocking commuter traffic into Washington. 
In four days on the West Coast. Nixon welcomed the First 
Marine Division home from Vietnam, held an outdoor news 
conference and delivered a radio address on agriculture. 
Nixon told newsmen Saturday: 
"We are going to see to it that the thousands of govern­ 
ment workers who have a right to go to work peacetully are 
not interefered with by those militants, those few militants, 
who in the name of demonstrating for peace abroad, 
presume that they have the right to break the peace at 
home.'' 


Most of the President's activities centered on subjects 
tar removed from the war and its opponents. 
In a 15-minute radio address Sunday, the President 
praised the U.S. farm er and pledged new help to increase 
his sales in foreign markets from about $7.4 billion this year 
to $10 billion next year. 


Nixon taped the speech at a sprawling desert oasis near 
Palm Springs owned by Walter K. Annenberg. U.S. 
Ambassador to Great Britain. 


The President spent about 24 hours at the Annenberg 
estate, playing two rounds of golf on its private links before 
returning by helicopter to his oceanside villa Sunday after­ 
noon. 


Aides said Nixon's speech on agriculture was the first of 
a planned series of statements on the problems of various 
segments of the society. 


He concentrated on the positive while ignoring con­ 
troversies such as his government reorganization plan 
which would abolish the Department of Agriculture as a 
separate cabinet agency; 
his rural revenue sharing 
proposals; and efforts by some farm workers to bring labor 
union organization to the fields. 
Nixon said he promised during his 1968 election campaign 
to increase farm exports and "I am happy to say that we 
have delivered on that promise." 
"Today, 
we 
are 
exporting 
the 
production 
from 
approximately one acre out of every four we harvest," the 
President said. 
"We would like to be exporting some $10 billion worth of 
American farm products each year," he said. "To help 
achieve this goal. I am announcing today an increase of $1 
million in the fiscal year 1972 budget for the foreign 
agricultural service— the federal agency which helps our 
farmers expand their sales abroad."

for checking stitch gauge so 
stop knitting and read. 
First start by casting on 
or chaining approximately 
20 sts, using the yarn and 
needles specified. Work in 
specified pattern stitch for 
4 inches. Now bind or fasten 
off. Steam the swatch you’ve 
just finished. Then, using a 
ruler as a guide, count the 
number of sts to 1 inch. If 
your stitch gauge is more 
sts to 1 inch then given in 
the directions, try the next 
size larger needle and again 
check your gauge. If your 
stitch gauge is less sts to 1 
inch than t h a t given 
in 
the directions, try the next

smaller 
needle

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Author Freehan now plays baseball

DETROIT. Mich —(NEA)—When William Ashley Free­ 
han checks into a new hotel room, a semiweekly occur­ 
rence for him in his vocational pursuit of playing baseball, 
he first tests the mattress for softness. No matter how 
plush the hotel, if it doesn’t meet his specifications, off 
the bed it goes and onto the floor. 
There Bill Freehan sleeps, Japanese style. It’s not a 
fetish. He has to because little more than six months ago 
Bill was on a Detroit operating table, getting the lumbar 
region of his spine fused. 
He suffered from spondylolisthesis, a congenital defect 
of the back in which the lower vertebrae are not con­ 
nected and eventually cause pressure on the sciatic 
nerve. 
It’s a tough enough condition for the average person, 
but for a man who’s a baseball catcher, as Bill is for the 
Detroit Tigers, it can become pure hell. 
“I wasn’t happy about getting an operation.” admitted 
Bill, who will be 30 this year, “but I was at the point last 
September where I wanted to get something done ” 
His batting average had dipped to .241. He was moving 
around with difficulty behind the plate. The zip had gone 
out of his throwing arm so runners were stealing on him. 
The surgery was performed Sept. 2, causing Bill to miss 
the last 31 games of a season in which the Tigers weren’t 
going any place anyhow. He was in a cast for six weeks 
and he wore a brace until the 15th of December. 
The Detroit Tigers, for whom he has been the regular 
catcher since 1962, were skeptical of his ability to regain 
his form when they assembled for spring training at Lake­ 
land. But with a minimum of stiffness he quickly regained 
the catching style that had put him in five straight All- 
Star games (1965 through ’69). And in this early season 
he has already blasted a tape-measure, game-winning 
home run against Baltimore. He doesn’t use any harness 
to support his back either. 
“Now,” he saids, smiling, “I am unencumbered.” 
He enunciated the word precisely. After all, he is a Uni­ 
versity of Michigan graduate. And an author. The latter 
experience, however, traumatized him even more than 
the uncertainty of his back condition. A year ago, Bill 
wrote a book on the Dick Schaap assembly line, a diary of 
a season with the Tigers, called naturally “Behind the 
Mask.” Pre-publication excerpts from it were sold to 
Sports Illustrated. Coincidentally, the Denny McLain 
gambling furore and eventual suspension broke at the 
same time. 
The magazine excerpts, concentrating largely on Free- 
han’s observations of McLain, made it look as though he 
were feeding off Denny’s bones. Then the Detroit manage­ 
ment—principally, general manager Jim Campbell—be­ 
came very perturbed about the prospect of the whole 
book. In private sessions, Freehan was castigated and 
pressure put on him to soften some passages in the book.

mostly his comments on management. 
Asked about his writing now, he answered succinctly, “I 
play baseball.” It’s the kind of defensive shell most 
athletes retreat into when they’ve been in the epicenter 
of a controversy. Freehan. who will seek to cooperate 
more than most ballplayers, confessed, however, that he 
still puts his thoughts down on paper. Almost every night. 
“I always did it,” he said, “the first three or four years 
I was in the majors. It helps remind me of the unsuccess­ 
ful and successful things that happen during a game. If 
Mickey Lolich has good luck with a particular pitch 
against a certain batter, I want to remember it. Billy 
Martin (Detroit’s new manager) will say something that 
I consider important. 
“Why not recall them that night when they’re still 
fresh in your mind? As a catcher, you know, you’re re­ 
sponsible for a few more things than the ordinary player.” 
Yeah, verily, and they used to call them the tools of 
ignorance The way Bill Freehan held his strong jaw, 
there was no inclination to remind him.

WASHINGTON (N EA ) 
Not long ago 1 listened to a couple 
of dozen mature college students 
talk about the problems of the day. 
They were friendly, inquiring, alert 
— but astonishingly shallow in their 
perceptions of reality. 
Though one or two were of the 
total antihero, antipolitics variety, 
most seemed anxious to find a 
candidate they could support for the 
presidency in 1972. 
Their 
bent, 
of 
course, was toward 
the 
D em ocratic 
party. 
But 
they 
complained 
that, 
with the exception 
of Sen 
Henry M 
Jacksons 
divergence on war 
and the SST, the 
presently 
visible 
choices were "all 
the same on the 
issues 
They did not appear to be faulting 
the "let s set a date and get out 
soon 
posture of most Democratic 
candidates toward the Vietnam war. 
What several asked was: 
"When they all share this view, how 
do we choose among them? ” 
They were talking, of course, 
about 
Sens. 
Edmund 
Muskie, 
Ed w a rd 
Kennedy. 
Hubert 
Humphrey, 
George 
McGovern, 
Harold Hughes and Birch Bayh 
If I was hearing right, they were 
saying that the only thing they had 
to go by was the verbal or written 
utterance of these men on the 
issues. 
Whatever became of the idea that 
when we choose a president, we are 
weighing not merely his proclaimed 
views, 
but 
his 
record 
of 
performance, 
his character, his 
capacity 
for 
judgment, 
his 
temperamental fitness for office 
and his potential for growth and 
change? 
These matters never came up that 
day. Faced with six leading figures 
who were perceived to be saving 
substantially the same things about 


the war, the students professed 
a b so lu te 
h e lp le s s n e s s 
in 
discriminating and selecting. 
Indeed, they wanted assistance. A 
few thought that the candidates 
should aid them by doing something 
"administrative,” 
by 
not 
only 
conceiving 
but 
carrying 
out 
a 
program or two, to demonstrate the 
genuineness of their issue positions. 
(All of the candidates in question 
are legislators who do not ordinarily 
get administrative opportunities.) 
Mind you, now. 
These young 
people were not cynical. They were 
not shouting ‘‘A plague on politics” 
but were searching for someone to 
rally around. Yet they were totally 
lacking in zeal for the quest. 
They 
were 
abdicating 
the 
responsibility they carry as citizens. 
They 
were 
looking 
at 
Muskie, 
Kennedy, McGovern, et al. as if they 
had blank faces with issue cards 
pasted over them, as if these men 
were all spiritless bearers of a 
common written message — and 
nothing more. 
As a matter of fact, the six 
candidates do not even speak the 
same way about the war, even 
though they do come together on 
some key points. 
Is it really impossible to judge 
among these men unless they all run 
out and start little projects to prove 
they mean what they say? 
What is the Democratic process of 
selection all about, if not weighing 
the candidates' observable qualities 
of mind, their degree of emotional 
balance, 
their 
record 
of 
performance, past and present? 
Admittedly, 
choosing 
can 
be 
difficult. But democracy was not 
designed to be easy work 
Which brings us to another point. 
Underlying not just their attitudes 
toward candidate choice but many 
other 
matters 
was 
a 
strange 
weariness. The new vogue word, 
"despair, 
did not apply. What 
these young people lacked was a 
taste for the hard challenges of life. 
By their own testimony, they are 
easily crushed bv defeat. They do 
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not talk of rising to fight another 
day. 
They want assurances of swift, 
total triumph. They want to believe 
in something and someone. But they 
don’t want to have to dig. They want 
it all out on the sleeve to be taken in 
at a balance.

Washington calling by M arquis Childs 
Army drug problem

W'ASHINGTON

dispatch 
trom Saigon not long ago described 
the 
roadside 
stands 
along 
the 
highway from the South Vietnamese 
capital to Bien Hoa, the giant 
American 
Army 
base. 
Neatly 
dressed young Vietnamese girls of 
12 or 14 had set up the stands to 
attract motorists in the almost- 
continuous stream of traffic, most 
of it American military traffic. 
What were they selling? 
They 
were selling vials of heroin at $4 or 
$5 a vial which, by standards in this 
country, was practically giving it 
away. And the purchaser could be 
sure that it was high grade, perhaps 
97 per cent pure. 
This 
touching 
bit 
of 
free 
enterprise underscores what many 
are coming to feel is the most 
disastrous 
consequence 
of 
a 
disastrous war. 
Rep. Robert H. 
Steel, R., Conn., a new member of 
the 
House 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, returning from a survey 
of the drug traffic in Southeast Asia 
and its ramifications in the U.S. 
military 
forces, 
came 
startling figures. 
He says that high- 
ranking officers in 
the 
A m e r ic a n 
command 
verified 
estimates 
he 
had 
independently 
arrived at — that 
35,000 
to 
45,000 
Americans, 15 to 20 
per cent of the total 
com plem ent 
in 
Vietnam , 
were 
addicted to heroin. 
It is epidemic, Steele reported. 
Over there the addiction is an $8- 
a-day habit. 
For Vietnam veteran 
addicts back home it will be an $80- 
a-day habit. 
Short of a cure, and 
cures are few and far between if 
only because cure facilities are so 
limited, the ranks of the returned 
junkies 
will 
swell 
the 
already 
ominous level of crime and violence 
by those employing any means to 
get a daily fix. 
One 
of 
the 
most 
disturbing 
aspects, 
Steele 
found, 
was the 
corruption back of the large-scale 
smuggling 
of 
opium 
and 
its 
derivatives. 
What is known as the 
opium triangle where the borders of 
Laos, Thailand and Vietnam meet is 
a principal source. An estimated 50 
per cent of the heroin comes from 
Laos and the balance from Thailand 
and Hong Kong. 
He was especially concerned with 
the use of Vietnamese and Laotian 
military aircraft in the smuggling 
operation. 
This means that high 
Vietnamese 
officials 
must 
be 
involved, if not in a direct payoff 
then through henchmen who are 
their 
powerful 
backers. 
Sen. 
George McGovern recently made 
the charge that high Vietnamese 
officials, including Vice-President 
Nguyen Cao Ky, were involved in 
the transport and distribution of 
drugs 
Ky’s first reaction was a denial, 
with 
the 
countercharge 
that 
McGovern was a secret agent of 
international 
Communism 
which 
was financing his campaign for the 
presidency. 
He later said that if 
McGovern 
or 
thousands 
of 
McGoverns 
were 
to 
come 
to 
Vietnam he would personally kick 
them out. He reportedly told Steele 
that if the drug problem were turned 
over to him he could lick it in two 
months. 
And if he were elected 
President 
— 
he 
seems 
to 
be 
positioning himself to run against 
President Thieu — he could clean it 
up in 24 hours. 
An account in the New York 
Tim es 
d escrib es 
S a ig o n ’s 
Transonhut airport as a smugglers' 
paradise. 
American advisers who 
have tried to supply guidance in 
correcting the wholesale smuggling 
operation are themselves spied on 
and their presence in the airport 
tipped off by a walkie-talkie. Much 
of this operation involves drugs, 
notably heroin sent into American 


military channels. 
Americans in Vietnam, whether 
on the m ilitary or the diplomatic 
side, seem powerless to check the 
corruption or to prevent the spread 
of drug addiction. One of the few 
bright spots is the amnesty program 
which permits a G.I. addict to turn 
himself in for treatment. 
But the 
high command concedes that this is 
an uphill struggle with treatment 
facilities so limited. 
The urgent need for leadership at 
the highest level to face up to the 
spreading problem of drugs here at 
home is all too apparent. 
The 
addicts from Vietnam will being a 
new dimension, conditioned as they 
are not only to drugs but to violence. 
The present drift, with a hodgpodge 


of state and federal law, will mean a 
drug culture with its roots deep in 
American life. 
One of the most sensible studies is 
the question-and-answer book on 
drugs by Dr. Dorothy V. Whipple. 
She tries to look at the whole 
problem without illusions. And she 
concludes that 
in 
view of 
the 
widespread use of marijuana it 
might be better to legalize its use 
under 
the 
strictest 
government 
controls. 
This viewpoint has, of 
course, been sharply challenged by 
those arguing that with one drug, 
alcohol, legalized why should a 
second be added.

The Institute claims 
that the 10-year-old will ride a bike 
two years before having an accident 
producing even a minor injury, and 
24 years before he has an accident 
serious enough to require medical 
attention.
